Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasninoron, D. C., Jan. 15.—The House did 
not finish the Funding bill to-day, even in the 
Committee of the Whole, as had been the inten- 
tion, and the subject will now, doubtless, go 


over until Tuesday. There may be an oppor- 
tunity toresume its consideration Monday, but | 
it happens that next Monday is the third Mon- | 
day in the month, which day, under the rules, is 
devoted tothe passage of measures by a two- 
thirds vote without debate, There will be but 
one or two moro Mondays when such opportani- 
ties will be afforded at tits session. and, as the reg- 
ular order cannot be dispensed with except 
bya two-thirds vote, there is little probability 
that the measure can come up betore Tuesday. 
There are many amendments yet to be consid- 
ered, and the bill has reached thestage where an 
opportunity is offered for a general discussion of 
THE NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM. 
It is possible, therefore, that it may not be fin- 
ished before Wednesday. Speaker Randall had 
his own way with the House to-day, and it is 
very evident that the bill will ultimately pass in 
substantially the form which he‘desires. Every

THE DEBATE DURING THE DAY

WOOL-GROWERS. 
THEIR CONVENTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—An adjourned 
meeting of the Convention of Wool-Growers and 
Manufactyrers of the United States took place 
here to-day, Wool-growers present represented 
flocks aggregating 33,768 sheep, valued at $181, - 
610. A number of interesting papers were read 
upon sheep culture. 

Mr. Kellar, of Leman Dessoug, Australia, an 
extensive sheep-grower, stated that one of the 
most odious at its inception and afterwards one 
of the most popular measures ever enforced by 
the Government was the establishment of a 
commission to secure the eradication of in- 
fectious diseases ampng domesticated animais. 
Mr. Kellar has visited the United States for the 
purpose of locatifig an extensive ranch here 
and importing his sheep and shepherds from 
Australia, believing wool can be grown as 
cheaply here, with the added advantage of a 
much better market. ‘ 

John L, Hayes, President of the National Asso- 
Clation of Wool Manufacturers, read a paper 
upon the products required by looms, and the 
best modes of producing them. jn the United 
States. He attributed the falling off in the pro- 
duction of fine wools to the fact that the manu- 
facturers will not pay high prices for fine wools, 
because the present fashions have created a de- 
mand for coarse woo! cloths. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 
“ That it is advisable that the Department of 
Agriculture institute a register of different 
breeds of sheep and cattle in the United States; 
that this Convention earnestly urge upon Con- 
grees the importance of establishing in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia an experimental farm, to be 
maintained at the expense of the Government, 
for the purpose of acquiring and maintaining 
the best species of domesticated animals, and 
especially of sheep and cattle, for distribation 
among the States.”

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WoRLDO'S FAIR. 
GEN. GRANT FORMALLY ACCEPTS THE PRESI- 
DENCY OF THE COMMISSION. 

New York, Jan. 4.—The World's Fair Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization called on 
Gen. Grant this morning, at u quarter before 10 
o'clock, and formally tendered him the Presi- 
dency of the Commission, which he accepted. 
All the members of the Committee, with the ex- 
ception of Algernon B. Sullivaa, who was out of 
town, were present. The Committee met in the 
reading-room of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and 
accompanied by Gov. Crawford, of Kansas, Prof.

W. A. Cole 
acted as spokesman of the Committee, and 
said: As one of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization of the United States International 
Commission, I wish to report to you that you 
were yesterday unanimously elected President 
of the Commission.” 

GER. GRANT REPLIED: 

“T had already signified to some of your Com- 
mittee before this that, with the understanding 
I had of your arrangements, I would accept the 
position. I may not at fret be able to devote all 
the time I should like to it, but later on, when 
my presence may be necessary, I Shall I de- 
lieve you are required to have a certain amount 
of money before you can goon. Is it not so?” 

Mr. Cole—Yes, and the Finance Committee 
will certainly bave it. 

Gen. Grant—Is it one million or three ? 

Mr. Cole—One, but the Committee has decided 
to raise it to four, and we anticipate no trouble 
now. 

Gen. Grant—Until that is done there will be 
no formal meeting of the Commission? 

Mr. Cole—No, sir. 

Gen. Grant—Then I will accept the position. 

Mr. Cole then thanked Gen. Grant for accept- 
ing, and expressed bis belief that the General's 
name would be ot assistance to the Committee. 
He stated that the Finance Committee would 
meet in the afternoon, and also next Tuesday, 
and the members would be giad to have Gen.

The 
Senatorial ratio will be about 60,000, If the 
present law should be continued, each ward, 
under the new apportionment, would havea 
population of 26,000 to 28,000. Any two wards 
would not bave sufficient population for one 
Senatorial district, while any three wards 
would have a considerable excess over the 
ratio. The plan which commends itself to 
the Legislature, without distinction of party, 
is that the number of wards should be in- 
creased to twenty-four, each Senatorial dis- 
trict to be composed of three wards. As to 
the wisdem of this change: there is no seri- 
ous difference of opinion, so far as we are in- 
formed, in any quarter. 

The number of wards having been agreed 
upon, the real question at issue will at once 
arise, It is whether the apportionment shall 
be made solely on the basis of population, or 
whether citizenship and voting force shall be 
taken inte the account. Eighty-two thou; 
sand votes were cast in Chicago at the last 


ulation in the rural distriets, where the pro- 
portion of unnaturalized foreigners is very 
small, is about 1 to 43%. On that basis the 
whole vote of Chicago, if all persons other- 
wise qualitied had been naturalized, would 
have been 106,000 to 108,000. The alien or 
unnaturalized males of voting age therefore 
number 25,000 to 26,000, who, with their wom- 
en and children, constitute, perhaps, 130,000 
of the whole pepulation. Now it is evident 
that, if the city should be subdivided into 
wards under the last provision above noted, 
and the populatton of the wards be made as 
nearly equal as possible, the number of citi- 
zene, or the voting foree of each ward, would 
be very unequal. The following table, pre- 
pared and printed by Tux Trisune inmedi- | 
ately after the late election, but without ref- 
erence to this subject, shows how unequal the 
voting powers of the various wards are in 
proportion to population:

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The Fourteenth Ward, in which nearly 
half the population are aliens, as shown by 
the percentage of votes cast, would have 
double representation in the Common Coun- | 
cil, if the law should remain unchanged, for 
every citizen contained init.

On the present basis the 130,000 aliens in 
the City of Chieago, many of whom are so | 
from choice, would have about one-quarter | 
of the whole representation in the Common“ 
Council. Six wards and twelve Aldermen | 
would be allotted to them, and each voter ia | 
the wards inhabited by them would have | 
from 1 to K as much to say about the | 
character of the City Government, the 
amount of taxes to be levied, the money to 
be spent, and the purposes to which it should 
be devoted as any citizen in the other 
eighteen wards. Itis not only possible, but 
it is probable, that the representatives of 
aliens in the City Council would hold the 
balance of power between the taxpayers and 
the tax-consumers, and they would seriously 
affect, if they did not wholly change, the com- 
plexion of the Legislature in off years. 

There is no reason or justice in bestowing 
this enormous power upon persons who do 
not understand our form of government, do 
not take sufficient interest in it to avail them- 
selves of its privileges, owe it no allegiance, 
and pay a very small proportion of its taxes. 
An unnaturalized foreigner has no vote, is 
not eligible to any office, cannot serve as 
policeman or fireman, is exempt from mil 
itary service if he chooses to plead, as many 
did in the late War, his foreign allegiance, 
and bas no further claim on the people of 
this city and State than to the protection of 
his person and property from violence or 
criminal attack. To give these subjects of 
foreign Powers equal representation in our 
State and municipal Legislatures with our 
own citizens is to wrong the latter, and es- 
pecially those who have renounced, their 
foreign allegiance and become duly natural- 
ized. While the admission to citizenship is 
80 easy and the invitation to all foreigners to 
assume its duties and privileges is so strong, 
there can be no hardship in confining its 
privileges, and especially the taxing-power, 
to those who have complied with the simple 
conditions of the law. 


Representation in the Council should be 
based exclusively on the number of citizens, 
and equalized on that basis. The Federal 
census, now nearly completed, will show the 
numder of natives and naturalized foreign- 
ers in each of the present wards. The/State 
that: 

“Inthe formation of wards the number of 
male citizens of voting age in each shall bo 
as nearly equal as possible,” ete All the 
rest will be simple, Foreign residents will“ 
be represented as at present, but they will 
not be disproportionately represented, They 
will have the protection of the laws, the ad- 
vantages of City and State Governments, but 
they will not be able to tip the scales in favor 
of the tax-eaters as against the taxpayers, nor 
to dictate to the citizens of this muticipality 
and State how they shall be governed.

If this view be correct, it can only be based

such case the logic of the situation and the 
principle of self-preservation require that 
the Government shall step in and turnish 
the people the protection against extor- 
tion, injusticé, and oppression which it 
is the duty of Government to pro 
vide whenever such oppression is practiced 
through the agency of public privileges and 
franchises. This is the view whiciris rap- 
idly forcing upon the American people, 
and which the monopoly, if managed as 
monopolies always have been heretofore, 
will bring to a practical and aggressive mant- 
festation. It is safe to assume that Messrs. 
Jay Gould, Vanderbilt, and the other benefi- 
claries of the recent combination will agree 
upon the uniform policy of monopolies, 
which is to exact from the public the largest 
amount of money for the smallest amount of 
service, If it shall be found that more money 
can be earned by doubling the rates,—or, in 
other words, that business will not fall off 
in proportion,—then the rates will be doubled. 
The maximum of profitat the minimdm of 
service will always be the rule of every cor- 
poration which has neither competition ner 
Government regulation to restrain the greed 
of its managers and owners. It is not to be 
expected that a vast monopoly like the West- 
ern Union Company, in the absence of all re- 
straint, will depart from this rule. 

Another reason why the new telegraph 
monopoly will be tempted to place the high- 
est collectible rates upon its service is, that 
it will undertake to pay dividends upon 880, 
000,000 of stock, though its plant does not 
represent an investment of more than $20,- 
000,000. In other words, it will undertake to 
earn four times as much as would be repre- 
sented in legitimate and prevailing interest 
on the capital invested. That thisstatement 
of the case is not exaggerated may 
be shown from a cursory review of the 
frequent watering of Western Union stock. 
The story was told some three years ago, 
when the people were urged to subscribe 
their money and give their support to the 
establishment and maintenance of the oppo- 
sition line, which, like all its predecessors, 
has now been absorbed into the old monop- 
oly, and has thus afforded another oppor- 
tunity for increasing the capital stock. The 
present Western Union Company started in 
1851 under the’ name of the New York & 
Mississippi Valley Printing Telegraph Com- 
pany,” and built some 600 miles of line at a 
cost of $360,000. Two years later 800 miles 
of additional line were secured by purchase 
from the Lake Erie Telegraph Company, and 
paid for in bonds which were subsequently 
provide for out of the earnings. Other 
lines were secured from time to time in the 
same way, and the stock of the Company in- 
creased on the basis of the price paid in 
stock, and not upon the actual cost or value

ment for the consolidation of the telegraph 


companies is stated to be on a stock basis of 


$53,000,000 for the Western Union, $17,000,000 
for the American Union, and $10,000,000 for 
the Atlantic & Paecific,—or the enormous sum 
of $80,000,000 capital stock, which represents 
the addition of no material or facilities that 
were needed by the old company. 

The peculiar significance of this history 
of unparalleled stock watering will be found 
in the additional statement that Jay Gould is 
now likely to change his policy, and, instead 
of organizing new companies to force ulti- 
mate purchase and amalgamation, he is likely 
to control the management of the consoli- 
dated companies in such a way as to arouse 
public indignation, and with the deliberate 
purpose of forcing upon the Government the 
purchase of the lines at the numinal value 
of the capital stock. It has been reported 
more than once that Jay Gould has declared 
that he will pinch, and squeeze, and twist 
the public until it squeals, and that then Con- 
gress will buy out the telegraph companies 
at their own price. This purpose of Mr. Jay 
Gould’s may misearry, for there is another, 
cheaper, and more obvious way to make the 
telegraph a partof the postal system of the 
Government than that of paying $80,000,000 
for property not worth more than oneé-quar- 
ter that much. 

The way for the Government to proceed is 
to establish telegraph lines along its postal 
routes, as it has the authority to do without 
asking leave or assistance from anybody. 
These routes include the railroad lines, which 
would freely assent to the transfer of their 
telegraph facilities from the moment it should 
appear that the Goternment was determined 
to go ahead. The ¢onstruction of telegraph 
lines will be easy and rapid in the hands of 
the Governmen t, which has possession of the 
field and is in control of all the necessary 
machinery for making the telegraph business 
a part of the regular postal system. A prece- 
dent for such procedure is found in the grad- 
ual addition of the expressage business to 
the postal system. The Government did not 
buy out any established express companies 
nor legislate them out of existence. It 
simply added the carrying of parcels to the 
carrying ot mails, and established postal 
rates thereon, which have conferred a great 
blessing upon the public. {t may proceed in 
the same manner with the telegraph business, 
and will find the same ready codperation from 
the railroads and the same eager support 
from the public which it secured in the ex- 
pressage business. It will not need to earn 
dividends on $80,000,000 of watered stock, 
but will fmrnish ‘telegraph service, as 
it now furnishes mail and express 
service, at about the cost of the 
service. If this plan be adopted, it will be 
but very few years till 
be able to send telegraph ges 
remotest points ot the continent at the rate | 


either to buy out the Geyernment service or

This is obviously the true solution of the 
telegraph problem which has been sprang 
upon the public by the recent combination. 
The monopolists think they have a twist 
upon the public and the Government in the 
possession of certain essential patents which 
they control. They seem to forget, however, 
that Congress makes and unmakes the patent 
laws of the country, and that the very same 
bill which shall require the addition of the 
telegraph service to the postal system may 
and will provide that the Government shall 


be entitled to the use of ali existing and fut- | 


ure telegraph patents by the payment of a 
reasonable compensation for the use thereof. 
Thus the Govern t can join the telegraph 
and mail service together without hindrance 
or embarrassment from the Western Union 
Company, at comparatively small outlay, and 
to the relief of a grateful public from im- 
pending oppression. 


MORALITY OF Prom 
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The petition business has grown into an 
evil of enormous magnitude, and there is not 
a person who is supposed to have any influ- 
ence who will not bear testimony to the an- 
noyance of the practice, and, if he rightly 
considers it, to its hypocrisy, falsehoods, and 
worthlesness. Tnere is not an office in Chi- 
cago that is not pestered with the impudent 
bearers of petitions. In number they are 
legion,—petitions to pardon convicts in the 
Penitentiary who ought to stay there; peti- 
tions to prevent men from going to the Pen! 
tentiary who ought to go there; petitions to 
put men In office who have no claims upon 
office; petitions te raise men from a lower to 
a higher office Who ought not to be in office 
at all; and petitions for all sorts of appoint- 
ments, from that of a notary public up or 
down, as the case may be. In eyery instance 
these petitions set forth the most extraordi- 
nary merits, abilities, and claims upon the 
part of the petitioners which are mainiy 
mythical, and as a rule they have for an ap- 
pendix a list of names of people who certify 
by their signatures that they are cognizant of 
these claims, when in reality they know 
nothing about them. These petitions allege 
certain facts and their wording is such that 
those who sign profess to have personal 
knowledge of them. The hawkers of these 
petitions follow men about, besiege them in 
their places of business, harass and badger 
them, until they have achieved their object. 
In most cases the hrst man who signs knows 
something of the merits of the case. The 
second man applied to objects to sign be- 
cause he knows nothing of them, whereupon 
he is met with the reply that he knows the 
first signer, and at last he puts down his sig- 
nature, indorsing the statements of the first. 
Nine men out of ten have not the prin 
ciple or the moral courage to refuse 
to sign and to ffankly say that they 
have no knowledge of the facts set 
forth in the body of the petition, They sign 
to escape giving personal offense or to avoid 
the necessity of giving their reasons for not 
signing; while many are so reckless that 
they sign every paper presented to them 
without the slightest knowledge of the nat- 
ure of the petition. A pertinent illustration 
of this is found in an ex-Speaker of the IIli- 
nois House of Representatives, who was ac- 
customed to sign everything presented to 
bim without reading it, and on one occasion 
actually headed a petition to the President of 
the United States asking Lim to arrest himself 
(the signer) and expatriate him for a series 
of crimes of the most extraordinary descrip- 
tion, all of which were specified in the peti- 
tion! And in too many cases do Governors 
of States in the matter of pardons, and mem- 
bers of Congress in the matter of offices, act 
withent any reference to the merits of 
the case. How can they do otherwise, 
when these petitions do not represent the 
personal solicitations of signers acquainted 
with the facts, but in reality are filled with 


| signatures which to all intents and purposes 
are bogus, obtained from people who have 
signed because they do not wish to be consid- 


ered unaccommodating, or wanted to get rid of 
bores, and in reality have signed a falsehood. 
One of the most specious arguments used by 
these fellows, when the applicant informs 
them that he is ignorant of the facts, is that 
he knows what some one else knows, who 
has signed, and that be is a reliable man, no 
account being taken of the fact that however 
reliabie or honest A may be, hecannot look at 
a thing through B's eyes. ‘There is no greater 
or more discouraging obstacle in the way of 
justice than these petitions.. After over- 
coming unwilling witnesses, packed 
juries, bilis of exceptions, and all 
the tricks and turns of the law, 
a guilty man is convicted, and immediately 
there isa rush to the pardoning power to 
get him loose, and the very people who care- 
lesly and thoughtiesly sign these papers are 
often the loudest in their condemnations of 
courts and in their strictures upon the laxity 
of justice, There is but one safe and henor- 
able course for people to pursue, and that is 
to refuse to sign any petition where they 
have no personal Knowledge of the cdérrect- 
ness of its statements; and, if this rule were 
persistently followed, fewer petitions would 
be presented, fewer men would get out of 
the Penitentiary who ought to be there, 
fewer men would get into office who ought 
not to be there, and fewer people would 
indorse statements of which they have no 
knowledge whatever. 
THE CANAL AND THE CHICAGO RIVER. 

Mr. William Thomas, the Secretary of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Lilinois & 
Michigan Canal, in a letter published in Tux 
TRIBUNE yesterday, vindicates that Board, 
and also Mr. Jenne, the Engineer, from the 
charge of hostility to Chicago in the matter 
of the canal. ‘These officers hardly need 
such vindication. Their whole conduct has 
been liberal and kind to the very limit of 
theis power in aiding this city to relieve 
itself of the evil of the river stenches, and 
their efforts to induce the Mayor ot Chicago 
to do his duty in the matter have deserved 
the thanks of the State, and especially of the 
people of this city. Mr. Jenne’s offense con- 
sists in having furnished an estimate of the 
expense of certain work proposed to be con- 
structed without cost to the canal by cer- 
tain respectable citizens of Joliet. That is all. 

A yearago the Canal Commissioners, the 
State Board ef Health, the citizens of sev- 
eral towns on the river, and the united people 
of Chieago urged the necessity of doing 
something to relieve the Chicago iver of 
the offensiveness caused by the insufficient 
flow of the water of the river into the canal, 
and there was a like unanimity in urging the 
City Government to restore the dam and lock 
at Bridgeport and, by the ald of pumps, In- 
crease the flow of water into the canal from

minute,—a work which would not only purify 
the Chieago River, but would keep its water 
and that of the canal as clear and as Inodor- 
ous as the water of the lake itself. In the

The memorial, therefore, in view of the 
Mayor’s nonsensical blowing, asks the Com- 
missioners to obtain the water for the canal 
from other sourees than the Chicago River. 
On that memorial the Commissioners have 
taken no action, and now the matter is be- 
fore the Legislature. The mistake has been 
that the people along the river consider that 
the indifference of the Mayor and his per- 
sistent inaction have had the sympathy or ap- 
proval of the people of this city. On the 
contrary, the people of Chicago have been 
directly and doubly outraged, first by the 
continuance of the nuisance for months after 
it might have been abated, and next by the 
muliah refusal of the official organ ot the 
city—its Mayor—to carry into execution the 
express orders of the city. 

The Mayor now pleads that the appropria- 
tion of last year was too small, and that he 
cannot do anything until he has sufficient 
money. Of course this is understeed for 
just what itis worth, and every one Knows 
that, had the Mayor had the sli ghtest intention- 
of having the work done, it would have been 
doné and the pumps in operation long before 
the close of navigation last fall. The ramedy 
for the past is prompt action now. If the 
$100,000 voted last year be insufficient, then 
a sum needed iu addition can be voted this 
year, and it is immaterial what that sum 
may be. The city has expended $600,000 for 
the cleansing works at Fullerton avenue, 
and the North Branch is now ina condition 
to be kept clean and pure. Not a drop of 
the water of that part of the river finds its 
way to the canal. The South Branch 
is the only part of the river which con- 
nects with the canal. There is not a doubt 
that the pumps and the lock and dam at 
Bridgeport can, ata small annual expense, 
be kept constantly cleah,—so clean and 80 
free thatour neighbors at Joliet will greet 
the copious flow of lake-water with grati- 
tude, and will be moved, out of consideration 
for the cities farther down-stream, to abate 
the nuisance of emptying their own sewers 
into the pure waters of the Illinois River. 
The Mayor has in his hands, or will have be- 
fore navigation opens, the $100,000 voted last 
year. Let the City Council vote $100,000 
additional, or whatever sum may be needed 
to put this improvement in operation, so that 
by the 4th of July, 1881, there will not a 
gallon of water pass from the Chicago River 
into the canal from which the most sensitive 
nose can deteet an odor, in which the sharp-

Canada Southern, at the opening of business, 
ran down in half an hour to 80% more easily 
than it went up to 9 the afternoon before. 
The report about the lease was authoritatively 
contradicted. After reaching 8% the stock 
recovered sharply, and went back to 8, clos- 
ing at 8%. Vanderbilt bas contradicted the 
story about the lease of the Canada Southern to 
his road with a guaranteed dividend of 5 per 
cent, but there is reason to believe that a new 
avd favorable traffic arrangement has been 
made between the roads. Wabash preferred 
was unusually active, and, after hanging 
around 90, finally sailed up to 9%, olos- 
ing at 91. Large blocks of this stock 
were bought by Chicago operators who 
believe it is good for par. Toward the close of 
business the announcement was made that the 
Burlington & Quincy Directors had decided to 
issue a scrip dividend of 100 per cent, the scrip 
to receive the same dividend as stock, but to 
have no voting power. On this the price went 
up to 181. Northwestern sold as high as 153, 
closing at IN. again of 3%. St. Paul was act- 
ive, and made 1. to EI. Ohio common made 2, 
to A. and the preferred 3,to 108. There was a 
large volume of transactions in Ontario & 
Western, within a very narrow range of 
quotations, the highest being 84 and the 
lowest 36%. This stock has just been placed 


on the London Stock Exchange, and the

Sage would 
not sell puts on New York Central better than 
145, or on Lake Shore better than 125. 

At the close the market showed some slight 
concessions in price, but the tone was strong, 
and all the surface indications pointed to a 
buoyant and stronger market next week. 


Conservative men look upon the market with | 


increasing distrust. Numbers of this class are 
quietly selling out their stocks in the expecta- 


tion of getting them back at lower prices. They 


believe in “prosperity” and in higher prices, 


but they regard the present pace as too rapid. 


The market is full of greenhorns and is liable to 
sudden scares. Dispatches from New York 
represent the speculation on the New York Stock 
Exchange as wild.“

With a liberal stock on hand, the wool trade is 
moderate, without change in prices. Hides are 
weak and irregular, owing to the large stock 
held both in the West and at the East. Our quo- 
tations for the leading descriptions are, there- 
fore, nominal.

THE LAKE FRONT. 

Representative Davis, of Chicago, has intro- 
du ced into Congress a bill to confirm to the City 
of Chicago titie to the Fort Dearborn Addition to 
the city. This bill, unlike Aldrich’s bill, simply 
provides that the public grounds located in Chi- 
cago, and known as the Fort Dearborn Addition, 
are relinquished and granted to the City of Chi- 
cago, with power to lease or to sell and convey 
that portion located east of Michigan avenue. 
It leaves to the City of Chicago disposition of 
the grounds, while Aldrich’s bill provides that 
the grounds can be sold for railroad purposes 
only. Mr. Davis sends his bill to the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, instead of the 
Committee on Public Lands, to which the 
Aijdrich bill was consigned, and which Commit- 
tee are familiar with the subject. 

The interesting fact is mentioned by a con- 
temporary that only twelve years agoa large 
portion of the now business heart of the city 
was occupied at that time 

WITH PRIVATE RESIDENCES, 
and the thoronghfares for great distances were 
vacant. Twelve years ago where the Union Na- 
tional Bank now is, corner of LaSalic and Wash- 
ington street, was the residence of Dr. Horton. 
aman well known in the city. The residence 
has been removed, and the magnificent building 
that now covers the site erected. Where the 
Mercantile Buliding now is, on the northwest 
corner of La Salle and Wasbington streets, was 
the residence of Tuttle King. The gentleman 
lived there for some years. Inthe rear of his 
residence on Washington street was the home 
and office of Dr. Brinkerhoof and William B. 
King. Dr. D. 8. Smith lived close by the same 
vicinity also. The residences of each of these 
gentiemen bave given place 
TO THE HUGE STRUCTURES 

now to be seen on the sites. Where the Drake 
Block is. on Washington street, in 1864 were the 
residences of Mr. N. P. Wilder and Gen. S. Lock- 
wood Brown. The corner et Washington street 
and Wabash avenue tweive years ago was cov- 
ered with the edifice of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. Immediately porth of the church on 
Wabash avenue one John High lived. The cor- 
ner of Randolph street and Wabash avenue was 
the residence of Henry W. Hinsdale. The cor- 
ner Of Madison street and Wabash avenue, now 
covered by the ChicagoCarpet Company’s build- 
ing, was the site of the residence of Judge Skin- 
ner. These residences were all destroyed by the 
great fire, and business biocks alone have since 
been built up. But the complete change in so 
short a time from restdences to the large busi- 
ness structures that now stand is astounding. 

All the property- owners on La Salle street as 
far north as Madison have signed a petition to 
the Common Council asking for the

street lying between Jackson and Van Buren. 
It appears to be no longer a question as to 
whether the Board of Trade will remain where 
it is, bat whether it will stay on La Salle street.

is covered by a bill prepared by the Select Com- 
mittee of the Council, to be submitted to the 
Genera! Assembly. It is as follows: 

SECTION I. ‘That when any city shail by ordi- 
nance provide for the improvement of 


street by the filling, curbing, and paving, or 
either of them, of such street, in a permanent 
manner, by special assessment or special taxa- 
tion of contiguous property, or otherwise, it 
may by the same ordinance provide that when 
the same shall be improved in the manner and 
by the means — bed in the ordinance to the 
satisfaction of the proper officer or department. 
ot the city, it shall not thereafter be filled, 
curbed, and paved, or either of them, as the 
case may be, by means of special assesment or 
special t taxation. 

Src. 2. That any city may by ordinance pro- 
vide the improvement of any street by the 
filling, curbing, and paving, or either of them, 
of such street in a permaneat manner, to be 
prescribed in the ordinance, by and at the ex- 
pense of the owners of property abutting on or 
contiguous to the street, or by any individuals 
under the su perintendence and direction of the 
proper officer or department of the city, and 
may also provide by the same ordinance that 
after such street shall have been so improved to 
the satisfaction of the proper officer or depart- 
ment of said city, it shall not thereafter be 
filled, curbed, and paved, or either of them, as 
the case may be, by special assessment or by 
special taxation of contiguous property. 

Sec. 3. No improvement sball be ordered by 
virtue of this act, unless the same shall be of a 
substantial and 1 character, and when 
any street shall filled, curbed, and paved, or 
either of them, in accordance with an ordinance 
passed as aforesaid, such street shall not there- 
after be filled, curbed, and paved,or either of 
them, as the case may be, by special assessment, 
or by special taxation of contiguous property, 
but only by generai taxation.

A GOOD PAVEMENT. 

He says that if the bill should pass as at present 
framed, it would leave room for no end of 
Aldermanic jobs. A few property-owners on a 
street could combine together and bave a very 
cheap ' pavement put down, which, by Alder- 
manic influence, would be accepted as a perma- 
nent improvement, while, as a matter of fact, it 
might wear out in three or four years, and then 
ever afterwards the city would be obliged to 
make a good street of it. The bill should have 
some teet of merit, and the Commissioner of 
Public Works thinks that it should remain in 
good condition for twenty to twenty-five years 
before the city accept it as a permanent im- 
provement, and bind itself to keep it ever after- 
wards in repair.

tue New York building trade has Kuvwa since 


1873. The capital invested in building this year 
amounts to $23,997,427. A large part of this 
money wus invested in the building of first-class 
dweilings and French flats. Quite a large num- 
ber of the buildings are banks, insurance offices, 
eto, erected on Broadway. and on Broad and 
William streets. Under the head of second- 
clags buildings there is a great falling off, while 
the value of the newly-erected flats is nearly 
double that of the apartment houses builtin 
1879. The prospects for building this year are 
exceedingly good. Arehiiects are now busily 
engaged in drawing plans for pew private and 
public Buildings, and contractors and buliders 
are expecting plenty of work. 

The number of real-estate transfers placed 
upon record in New York City during 1890, in- 
cluding the annexed district, foots up 9,588, and 
the total money consideration expressed in 
the same amounts to 6115.05. 086. This exceeds 
in value the amount Of 1879 by about 828.000.000. 
In the annexed district proper the number of 
transfers is comparatively smaller than during 
the previous year; the value of the 1880 trans- 
ters in these wards surpasses those of 1579 by 
about $1,500,000. The total amount of real 
estate sold at the Exchange salesroom during 1880 
was $15,647,650, against $18,728,494 sold duzing 
1879.

Louts, just so long would the evil complained of 
continue. He then asked me what was the prac- 
tice in England. I told him that the great differ- 
ence between the practice of architects there and 
here was that the proprietor there always em- 
ployed, in addition to his architect, a “cierk of 
work,“ who was paid by the month and who re- 
mained on the building all the time during 
working hours, and whose duty it was to sec that 
the plans. and specifications, and instructions of 
the architect during bis visits to the building 
were faitbfully carried out by the contractors. 
Iam glad to see that the St. Louis architects 
have lately issued and published in the Amert- 
can Architect and Building News a schedule of 
charges lately adopted there, and have long 
wondered why something of the same kind was 
not done here. I am convinced that the com- 
plaint above referred to will exist until this is 
done and adhered to.

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Enowledged by scholars that the worship of 
Krishna did not arise in India earlier than the 
fifth or sixth century of our era. There is, of 
course, no such fatal chronological objection to 
the theory which would base the Gospel narra- 
tive in part on the Buddhist Scriptures, for there 
was, unquestionably, such a man as Gautama, 
who lived about 500 years before the birth of 
Christ. To prove, however, a transfer of 
‘materials from the biographies of Buddha to 
the Christian evangelists, it is not sufficient to 
show resemblances. It is indispensable to ex-

SCIENCE AND THEOLOGY. 

THE TIME COMING WHEN THEY WILL AGREE. 
Dr. Waiker in the Observer. | 

An ology is a science. That is the Greek way 
of saying it. And so it is difficult to decide 
what is intelligibly meant when science and 
theology are coustrasted, as they frequently 
are. It is the distfnetion, if anything, betw — 

0 
and one of its parts. This, however, is not the 
popular meaning. —that of popular aviente 
monthlies, or of most of those who write for and 
read such publications. With these, and many 
others, such contrast usually means that thevi- 
ogy is misnamed; that it is not an ology at ail, 
and only boids such name from old and incur- 
able usage. 

What, it may be asked, is the ground of suen 
assumption? Man's religious nature bas its 
laws, its well-established and well-recognized 
principles. It finds its exercise and develop- 
ment in the appropriation and application of 
certain truths, objective facts and laws. re- 
vealed and natural. Oue of the laws of such e- 
ercise and cultivation of the religious nature js, 
that it shall bave truths, divinely revealed 
truths and principles, for its material. * 
material certified and systematized is theology. 

But this material, it is urged, does not belops 
to the domain of scence. hy mot? It can 
certified. It can be systematized as to its prin- 
cipies. Whether we speak of natural theology 
or that which is contained in the Inspired 
Record, these statements are alike applicable. 
Each has its principles and laws, so to speak, of 
the manifestation of the divine. These to be 
understood must be investigated, and the same 
inductive process, which gives certitude and 
system elsewhere, can give them here. Why, 
then, vot seek it? Its results in rational and 
morai interest transcend all others. Mun finds 
himselt with a religious nature, the spontaneous 
and normal exercise of which is reveren¢e, 
adoration, obedience to a Power above himself. 
Here are subjective conditions, which impiy ub- 
jective truths Corresponding. As is the case 
with all the other parts of his nature, these are 
not purposeless; they prompt to the investiga- 
tion of that which they demand and to which 
they are reluted: truths about God. in the un- 
verse of mind and of matter, d:scovered, certi- 
fied, reduced to system, rendered into theology. 
truths are those of the Divine 
personality, His character, * deal- 
ings especially with man. ndowed 
with a nature which craves to know and honor 
Him.

and our physics as exceedingly imperfect,—the 
physics, perhaps, as in the tent 
more so than the theology. But it fairly and 
candidly investigated it will nod truth in both, 
and that truth verified scientifically. No science 
is perfect,—nor will ever be so toa finite mind. 
But this is only a reason for further seeking; 
certainly for not neglecting that which concerus 
man’s highest interests, his most sacred duties. 
If he can “know ouly in part.” such part at 
least let him seek to know. And in such serk- 
ing, whether in theology or in physics. the ulti- 
mate result will be a verification of that preg- 
nant sentence of the Son of Straach: God's ways 
are plain to the holy; but they are stumbling- 
blocks to the workers of iniquity.”

BISHOP ATKINSON, 
THE LATE HEAD OF THE EPISCOPATE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA. 

The‘ Rt.-Rev. Thomas Atkinson, 8. T. D., 
LL. D., was born in Dinwiddie County, Virwinia, 
on the 6th dav of August, 1807. He entered 
Yale College, but in his junior year was trans- 
ferred to Hampden-Sidney College, 
where he graduated in 1825. He at once entered 
upon a course of preparation for the legal pro- 
fession, which he duly entered and continued in 
its practice with much success for nine years, 
After a short preparation in theology he was 
ordered deacon Dec. 18, 1836, in Christ Church. 
Norfoik, by Bishop Meade, and was advanced to 
the priesthood May 7, 1887, in St. Paul's Church, 
Norfolk. by Bishop Moore. While in deacon’'s 
orders he acted as assistant in the church where 
he was made deacon, put was soon after elected 
Rector of the church in which he was made 
priest. In 1838 he became Rector of St. Paul's, 
Lynchburg. In 1843 he accepted St. Peter's, 
Baltimore. In all these charges he served with 
uniform ability and succeas. 

In 1852 be was transferred from St. Peter's to 
Grace, Baltimore, and in the next year 
be was elected Bishop of North Caro- 
lina to succeed Bishop Ives, who 
been deposed in consequence of his 
tion to Roman error and corruption.

A long blue ohasubile, 
ornamented with silver embroidery, was the last 
robe donned. The third part of the service 
represented the sacrifice of the New.

At its conclusion the 
celebrant, turning ‘toward the people, read the 
Gospel in Arabic, kissing the missal after bless- 
ing it with a small gold cross which he heid in 
bis hand during the entire servicé, The cere- 
monies connected with the Credo were similar 
to those of the Latin Church. After the (ute 
fratres, the Kies of Pence, which is not given 
in the Latin mass until after the com- 
munion, was performed by the celebrant 
and his assistants, The former then blessed 
the people, nn thereby the commence- 
ment of the Canon. In this part of the cere- 
mony the Common Preface” of the Latin 
mass, except that part of it beginning with the 
Sanctus, was omitted. There are two commun- 
ions in the Syriac mass. leaveved bread being in- 
variably used. During the consecration the 
assistant priest rang the bell while the celebrant 
invoked the blessing of the Holy Ghost on the

tama, Buddha, and Confucius, for the Chinese 
classics form the literature of Japan, and. though 
all religious feeling about these great teachers 
has passed away, their truths live in the practi- 
eal lite of the people. 

it is remarkable that travelers who look be- 
neath the service in all Oriental countries re- 
port nearly a similar mental condition among 
the cultivated classes in regard to their ro- 
ligions. In India, the faith in the Hindu my- 
thology or in Buddhism has mainly died out 
among the learned and intelticent. A new 
form of religion—a kind of monotheism—has 
indeed sprung upamoog the more cultivated 
Brahmins, but it bas not in the least touched 
the masses, nor influenced great numbers of 
the scholars. in China, we hear also that the 
old superstitions have lost much of their power, 
while Buddhismin its most degraded form is 
the religion of the masses. The scholars proba- 
bly adopt the negative position which their 
great teacher, Confucius, illustrated. A re- 
markable and melancholy fact iu all these coun- 
tries is that as the old faith dies out Christianity 
does not at all take its place. Miss Bird informs 
us that in Japan the first books which the ekep- 
tical Buddhists read after learning the English 
language are our scientific works, and especial- 
ly the more rationalistic or atheistic writings 
among them. When spoken to in regard to 
Christianity they reply that that religion is al- 
ready given up by the most intelligent and 
scier tific of its followers. A similar experience 
is reported among a far more religious people 
than the Japanese,—the Brahmins and high- 
class Hindus. When Brahminism is given up, 


| the substitute is atheism or universal doubt. 


In considering these rather important facts in 
the mental history of so many millions of the 
race, the question naturally arises, Why does 
not Christianity better fill the place left by these 
ancient faiths? We believe there are two very 
pulpable reasons, without considering many 
other possible expianations. One is that the 
practical example set by the followers of Chris- 
tianity in these and other countries, of the 
results of its truths, bas disrusted the in- 
mind. The Hindus have

Then, another cxplanation lies. we be- 
lieve,in the very point of view of the mission- 
aries who endeavor to convert these racea. In 
place of sceking to find the nuggets of truth 
scuttered throuch all the detritus ot ancient re- 
ligions, they have indiscriminately classed them 
all. and all their teachings, as beathen talse- 
hoods.” It was not thus that Paul did with 
Greek poetry and Greek stoicism on Mars’ Hill, 
and yet Paul spoke toa people belie, ing a more 
corrupt faith than the Brahmins believe. A 
Cbristian teacher might well find and use many 
of bis own retigious truths In Brahminism and in 
Buddhism, and the highest moral apothegms in 
the analects of Confucius. The natural and the 


| politic way would seem to be to acknowledge 


the truths in these great and ancient religions 
with the highest respect and reverence, and then 
to sbow the better way and the more complete 
revelation.

In 
1800 there were 79,987 communicants and in 1879 
there were 322.713. The increasing missionary 
spirit of the Episcopal Church, as manifested in 
the late General Convention, is a favorable au- 
gury for th® future, and a large rate of increase 
may reasonably be expectéd. The plan of rais- 
ing $1,000,000 within the next three years fora 
chureh-building fund is a noble one, ana meets 
with universal approval, The establishment of 
this tund will mark a new era in the growth of 
the Episcopal Church.

in the materials of Christianity which is neces- 
sarily and certainly supernatural. And yet 
Christianity exists, and has existed, and has 
been the most powerful spiritual force which 
bas ever been felt among mankind.

BTEELE MACKAYE’S TROUBLES. 

Steele Mackaye, the manager of the Madison 
Square Theatre, and the Rev. Mallorys, proprie- 
tors of the house, are in the courts. Mr. Mac- 
kaye’s brains and the Rev. Mallorys’ money 
gave the house within a year a National reputa- 
tion. Now that the popularity of the house has 
been assured, the Mallorys, according to Mr. 
Mackaye, want te turn him out and manage tho 
theatre themselves. Mr. Mackaye, before the 
theatre was built, signed a contract with the 
Mallorys. In effect this was that Mr. Muckaye's 
entire services as author, actor, manager, or di- 
rector, the “entire product of his intellectual 
and physical labor and skill.“ with the copy- 
rights of his plays and any patetts that he ob- 
tained, should be devoted to the service 
of Marshal H. Mallory for ten years 
from July 1, 1878, with privilege 
of renewel in consideration of a yearly 
salary of $5,000. Whenever the sum of the prof- 
its amounted to twice the amount, with inter- 
est, expended by Mr. Mallory, Mr. Mackaye was 
to receive a 22 part of the net profits in 
addition. Acting under the contract, Mr. Mac- 
kaye states in his complaint that he transferred 
to Mr. Mallory the copyright of Hazel Kirke“ 
and the letters patent.of the double stage. In 
May, Mr. Mackaye’s salary was raised to 8150 
weekly, but there was difficulty about obtaining 
an accounting of receipts from performances in 
and out of tho city. r. Mackaye states in his 
complaint that the accounting offered Dec. 1 he 
believes to be fictitious; that since that time he 
bas received only $100 weekly, that the manage- 
ment has been arbitrarily taken out of his hands: 
that prices have been changed at the box-ottice, 
and the Rev. George H. Mallory has been 
brought into the business to his detriment. He 
therefore asks that the contract be rescinded 
and his property restored. 

Mr. Steele Mackaye unbosomed bimself toa 
Tribune reporter the otherday. Speaking of his 
contract be said: 1 ask any one to reud that 
contract carefully, bear in mind all the circum- 
stances, and then say whether this has not been 
a deliberate plan on the part of coid-blooded 
schemers to defraud myself, my wife, and my 
children of the work of my own braius. and then 
drive me out regardiess of what might become 
of me. lacknowlodge that [| was a fool to have 
signed such a contract, but I was laboring under 
a delusion. I bad met these men in a pleasant 
way. Not being a man of business nor a trick- 
ster, and being naturally inclined to trust those 
with whom lam brought in contact, I had uo 
suspicion of anything underband. i only saw 
an opportunity to put my views into practice, to 
introduce certain changes that I believed would 
raise stage art toa higher plane. I had made 
myself personally familiar with every detail, 
mechanical and otherwise, pertaining to the 
stage. It had been the study of my life. The 
Mallorys put the whole thing on a footing of mut- 
ual copiidence. They said they reposed a trust 
in me as they did not wish to be known, and | 
told no one of the contract. They explained 
that everything would be satisfactory, and that 
the formalities of the contract were mere mat- 
ters of form to secure themseives, as they did 
not know me well. 

“I did everything ina man's power for the 
theatre. I discharged the duties of advertising 
agrent and even cail-boy duties that no other 
manager would stoop to, in my zeal for success. 
And a splendid success was attained both in the 
theatre here and by the traveling companies. 
Thousands and thousands of dollars were made 
for the Malt and the enterprise was firmly 
established. But no profit and little credit were 
given tome. Then 1 tound the Mallorys com- 
ing to the front and usurping the management 
instead of wishing to remain unknown, as they 
had professed. I was forced to endure daily in- 
dignities, even to having my name struck off 
the advertisemeuts,—the most flagrant insuir 
that could be offered a manager. ey changed 
prices at the box-office, defrauding the bublic,. 
and constantly interfered, putting me in a false 
position. My people atthe theatre are ladies 
and eentiemen, and I mean them to be treated 
assuch. They are attached to me, but the Mal- 
lorys have eavored to make them believe that 
they were the masters of the company. All 
contracts have been in my name, and i have 
been hetd personally responsibie even for what 
the Mailorys have done. This persecution at 
the theatre was planned with a view to force me 
to break the contract, drive me out, and ailow 
them to seize all the resuits of my work.

CHRISTIANCY. 


The Ex-Senator’s Answer to His Wife's 
Oross-Bill. 

The answer of ex-Senator Christiancy to the 
cross-bill for divoree eutered by his wife was 
filed in a Washington court on the 13th inst. 
The document—which was sworn to Nov. 13, 
1880, before the American Consul at Callao, 
Peru, in which country Mr. Christiancy is now 
serving as United States Minister—is as follows: 


THE ANSWER, 


I, the above-named defendant in said bill, now 
and at all times hereafter reservi to myself 
all, and all manner of benefit and advantages of 
exception or otherwise that may be had or taken 
to the many errors, uncertainties, and imper- 
fections in said bill contained, and protesting 
that the suid so-called cross- bill contains nothing 
in bar nor in anything which is or can be suffi- 
cient answer to the original bill filed by me 
against her for a divorce on the grounds of 
adultery, and claiming the same benetit and ad- 
vantage on this and other ground as if I had 
specially demurred thereto; yet, for an answer 
thereto, should the same be deemed by the 
court sufficient to call for an answer, or so much 
thereto as I am advised it is material for me to 
make answer to, | answering say: 

I. Thatladmit the present residence of my 
wife, the complainant, in said District of Colum- 
bia, and thatlat present hold the office of 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pienipoten- 
tiary of the United States to Peru, and my pres- 
ence in Lima, Peru, as stated in point No. lo 
her said bill. 

In answer to the second point in her bill, I ad- 
mit the marriage between myself and the said 
complainant, us stated in her said bill, but I 
solemnly assert that said marriage 

TOOK PLACE AT HER OWN INSTANCE, 
and tbat I was ied into it by her skillfully turn- 
mg what was intended as a mere compliment to 
ber into a proposition for marriage; which, at 
the first moment I suspected she intended to 
construe into such a proposition, I promptly 
apologized for, when she n declared her 
wish tilshould marry ber, to which I did not 
assent until after I had honestly and earnestly, 
on several different occasions, endeavored to 
convince ber of the untitness of such marriage, 
on account of the difference in our respective 
ages, but that 1 finally yielded to her 
licitations upon the repeated assurance 
that she loved me better than any 
other man, which assurances she volunteered 
to declare to me were false the first moment we 
were alone together in our room at Philadel- 
phia, the first night after the wedding, and be- 
fore she had taken off her hat, avowing ber love 
for another man, to whom she said she bad been 
engaged, and declaring that on the morning of 
the wedding-day she bad fainted at the mention 
of his name, and that she had perjured herself 
in her marriage- vow, demanding an immediate 
divorce; and upon my telling her there was no 
ground for a divorce, and that none could be 
bad. she seemed like a maniac. 

In answer to the third point in her so-called 
bill, I deny that she has at all times since ber 
marriage been to me a faithful and obedient 
wife, or that she has at all times performed to- 
ward me the duties devolving upon ber as such, 
protesting and averring, as I bere protest and 
aver, that within a month after said marriage 
she commenced and entered into various scan- 
dulous and improper intrigues with other men, 
and kept up secret and improper correspond- 
ence with them, especially with one Frank 
T. Anderson, which she kept up down to about 
the time sbe left Peru, November, 1879, for 
Washington; and that she bad been guilty dur- 
ing said marriage of undue and scandalous 
familiarities, 

AND, AS I BELIEVE, ADULTERY, 

not only in Wasbingtum and New York, but in 
Lima, Peru, and in the steamers sail to and 
from Callao and Panama, and others go from 
Aspinwall to New York, with several different 
men: that she has on many occasions, during 
said marriage, and without the slightest provoca- 
tion, said to me that she wished I would die, 
and that I was the only obstacle to her happi- 
ness,—often screaming aloud, and saying it was 
her intention to cause the impression that 1 
was abusing her, and that she intended to make 
cause for divorce, tough none existed in fact; 
that she refused to return with meto my house 
in Lansing. Mich., when she left there with me 
in November, 1878, for Washington, and bas 
persisted in that refusal ever since, by 
which I was compelled to abandon my home 
residence in Lansing; that she has, upon two 
occasions—one in Wasbington and one at Lan- 

sing in 1877—willfully produced upon herself 
miscarriages and abortions; and, finally, that 
she bas failed in the performance of the duties 
of a wife to me by committing the crime of 
adultery, as charged in my petition or bill fied 
against her in this court, 

In answer to point or allegation No. 4 of her 
so-called cross-bill, I admit that I have filed a 
bill or petition for divorce, as stated, and [ aver 
that I — yoy by charges stated in my said 
bili or petition to rue. 

AS ＋ point or allegation No. 5, in said so-called 
cross-bill, I answer and say that | am informed 
and believe that complainant in said cross-bill 
has filed such 1 as stated in said point or 
allegation No. 

As to point No. 6 in her so-called cross-bill, I

But I do not detail ber conduct 
with Haight or in Peru, nor on board the steamer 
ou the way from New York to Callao, because 
the same cannot be propertly tried in this suit. 

In answer to the eleventh point, I deny that I 
ever refused to support her while she remained 
with me as my wife, though 1 denied any obliga- 
tion to support ber after she left me against my 
will, and now 
DENY ANY OBLIGATION, LEGAL OR MORAL, 
to support her under existing circumstances, 
and say that | do not intend to furnish ber any 
support, except as | may be ordered by this 
Court. Ladmit that lam at present in receipt 
of a salary from the United States as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Pienipotentiary of 
the United States to Peru, out of which 
1 cannot safely rely upon, over and above 
the expenses of the mission, more than $1,000 
per year. Laver that lam in debt between $4,000 
and $9,000, upon most of which i am paying 8 
per cent interest; that, to say nothing of the 
rost of family, 1 nave a minor chiid, now 
N years uf age, to be supported. I have, as she 
alleges, some real estate in Michigan; but it is 
allheavily mortgaged, which, under a forced 
sule, I do not believe would bring morte than the 
amount of the incumbrances; that the largest 
portion of the land I owned at Lunsing, Mien. 
was bought subject to mortgage, which, as l am 
informed, has been foreciosed in chancery since 
I left there, and, though I have nv positive in- 
formation, I believe it has been lost tome. Aud 
I further say that my wife, knowing my circum- 
stances, and, having left me agaimst my will, 
wrote me from Wash on or about the 27th 
of November, 1879, in reference to my support- 
ing her, and only asked for $75 per month, 
stating in substance that she could and would 
get along with that amount, and off to live 
with meatany place (as I understood her to 
mean) in the United States excepting Lansing, 
Mich. I therefore submit to this honorabie 
Court tthe sum of $150 per month allowed 
her by order pending this suit is, under the 
circumstances, at least twice as much as ought 
to be allowed her, if any sum whatever should 
be allowed; and 1 further insist that 
NO SUM WHATEVER OUGHT TO BE ALLOWED 

TO HER. 


In answer to the twolfth point, I utterly and 
positively deny, according to my best knowledge 
and belief, that she is suffering almost constant 
bodily pain, ana that she is frequently under the 
care of à physician, in consequence of my will- 
ful negiect or failure to provide ber with neces- 
sary and proper medical treatment during two 
periods of premature birth. On the contrary, I 
solemuly declare that both the premature 
births,“ as she calls them, were porposey 
brought on and produced by her own deliberate 
and wiliful action. I believe and charge that on 
many occasions she purposely exaggerated her 
sufferings, and falsely pretended that they were 
much greater than they were in fact, ana, 
instances of this kind. l aver that while she was 
at Healing Springs, in the summer of 1678, with 
said frank Y. Anderson, she frequently 
wrote to me complaining of her iliness 
and sufferings from the cause mentioned, 
and of her inability to take any exercise, and 
vet after her return she often told me, and I be- 
lieve her statements, that while she bad been 
there she was the most during rider among all 
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the ladies there, riding the wildest horse: and 
over the roughest mouutain roads, and that she 
had frequently climbed the mountains on foot 
in the thick timber with said Anderson alone. 
and that she bad felt ali the better for the exer- 
cise, and that she had danced alm every 
evening while there. And again in Peru, in the 
summer of 1879, while she precended to be suffer- 
ing severely from the causes named, and re- 
fused to ride in carriages witb me in the streets 
of Lima, pretending that the jolting of the car- 
riage gave her severe pain, yet whenever she

The Friday Prejudice. 
Cincinnati Gazette. 

A Philadelphia clergyman has objected to the 
execution of the death penalty on any other day 
than Friday, on the ground that, as Christ was 
crucitied on Friday, the selection of that day 
for hangings affords collateral evidence of the 
event. It is difficult te see any historical cor- 
roborations in this were the statement true, 
which itis not. A usage has grown up of late 
in some of our Stutes to carry out all death sen- 
tences on Friday. It bas not been universal, 
however, in this country, and it bas never pre- 
vailed in England. Up to about forty-tive years 
ago only forty-eight hours were allowed to in- 
tervene between the sentence and execution of 
u Criminal. As trials were likely to begin to- 
ward the middle of the week and to be continued 
near its end, it uappened that a large pro- 
portion of the hangings took place on Mon- 
day morning To this circumstance the 
appellation “blue Monday” ow its 
existence in part, though the reaction 
from a Sunday’s debauch, so commonly felt 
during its bours, may,in part, account for the 
title. Billingham, whe murdered Mr. Percival, 
the Chancellor of the Exwcbequer,in 1812, was 
banged on Monday, and so was Courwisier, the 
aesasin of Lord Willem Russell, who was exe- 
cuted twenty-cight years later. Wainwright, 
executed in London three years ago, for killing 
his mistress and cutting up ber „„ met his 
fate on Tuesday, and a glance at other cases 
would show that every secular day has been 
sitnilarly emplo:ed. A former Governor of the 
indignant minister's. own State deliberately 
chose other days than Friday for enforcing the 
extreme penalty of the law with the bope of 
frecing Friday from ‘superstitious associadons 
and bad luck, and so far as these are dependent 
on thoughts of the scaffold, be acted wisely. The 
need of this precaution may be doubted by 
some, but the stupid criticism of one who claims 
to be an instructor of shows that it 
was not superfluous.

He Imparts Some Valuable Informa- 
tion About Watches. 


Obtained During an Interview with Mr. 
W. C. Potter. 


The Fate of a Too Honest Man-The Girl 
and the Revolver. 


Sarah Bernhardt's Mine Managers—Their Rank 
and Duties. 


A MAN’S WATCH. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tritune, 

Cuicaao, Jan. 16.—Mr. Potter, of Madison 
street, was responsible yesterday for the alarm- 
ing statement that not one man in four 
hundred and sixty-five knows how Ww 
take respectable care of a watch. Mr. Pot- 
ter gaid this deliberately, and then added 
that in his opinion watches were just as delicate 
in their construction as babies, and a deal more 
valuable, and ought to receive from the bands 
of aman at least as good treatment as a baby 
does from a woman. No.sooner does a man get 
a watch. continued Mr. Potter, than be begins to 
foot with it. The game might be said of a wom- 
an with a baby. First he starts in by winding it 
up every two bours,—just as a woman feeds u 
baby,—looking at the time every tweuty minutes, 
and setting it four times a day by the nearest 
chronometer he can get his eye on. Each time 
he does this ne opens the back-door of the 
watch and shoves the regulator around a littie. 
This bas the excellent effect of either tarowing 
the watch into a fever or giving it a congestive- 
chill, as it were, and then the man either wholly 
misses his trains, his engagements, and his 
meals, or else gets in away ahead of 
time, and bas to dawdle around until decent 
clocks and watches catch up. In either case he 
swears and breaks another piece of his thumb- 
nail off prying open the case, and shoves the 
regulator ardund some more, and sets the hands 
again. Of course all this departs from the baby 
simile, for g baby hasnt any regulator. It it 
bad, ten to one the woman would be at it every 
six minutes, said Mr. Potter. 

After a week or so of this sort of thing the 
man forgets to wind his watch oftener than ouce 
u day. Then the watch convalesees, and gets a 
better puise,and the man finds to his delight 
that when he goes to cateh the car that starts at 
I a. m., he comes in just in time for either 
the 12:2 or the 2:15 car, which ia all very nice, 
and convinces him that he wasa't so badly 
swindled in the watch as he thought. But pres- 
entiy he forrets, some fine nicht, to wind the 
watch atall, and then of course it starves to 
death, and next morning is bung up to cool in 
just some such infirmary for invalid time-keep- 
ers as Mr. Potter himself runs, and has to be 
scraped, and sandpapered, and filed, and oil ed, 
and tinkered at fora week or so, when it turns 
up smiling and shiny in company with a bill. 

Now all thw vexzation, says Mr. Potter, could 
be obviated if a man would only recoilect three 
little points on which every watch with halt a 
claim to respectability is sensitive,—winding, po- 
sition, and temperature. A wateh should be 
wound only once in twenty-four hours, and al- 
ways at the same hour if possible. The winding 
is the watch’s food. It requires that winding as 
much as a baby does its pup.—thougb somewhat 
less frequentiy,—Mr. Potter thinks. Wind it 
gently, Just as you would feed a baby. No in- 
telligent person who was half proprietor in a 
baby that owned a liver would ever think of 
trying to cram a day's ration of pap down its 
throat in six seconds. Yet many such a person, 
says Mr. Potter, will try to wind his watch up in 
two seconds., and then be foundly surprised 
if the interesting little machine falls into a spe- 
cies of dyspepsia or colic, or exhibits any other 
irregular symptom, 

Position is the second point. Never carry a 
watch with its stem down. Would a mother lug 
a baby around beeils up? Mr. Potter isn’t sure, 
but thinks she wouldn't. A watch wasn't made 
to run stera down, and it won't run stem down,— 
that is, with any sort of decency. Of course a 
man, by sheer brete foree,can turn it stem 
down and leave it that way all night, but the 
grievance is bound to be resented. Next day 
the watch will have fun seeing that man skir- 
misbing after missed engagements, and dancing 
War-dances at the depot; maybe Work in ano- 
ther small bill un him for repairs. 

Last comes the consideration of temperature. 
“Would a wise mother keep ber baby all day 
under the stove?’ asks Mr. Potter feelingiy. 
Would a mother do this all day, and then put 
it out in tae snow all might? Of course she 
wouldn't. Yet a wan in Keep a wateb snug- 
gicd up warmly in bis vest- pocket for fifteen 
hours, and then leave it nine Bours on the 
weshstand, where it practically freezes. The 
resuit is that while warm and nicely expanded 
the watch ticks along all right three-quarters of 
the day, and then gets a Guill and contracts, and 
runs like a scared dug the rest of the time. Of 
course it is compensated for temperature as 
closely as human 1 can make it, but the 
tremendous thermal differences it is exposed to 
by thie treatment is considerably beyond its 

mit.“ 

Another point in the welfare of a watch was 

iven by Mr. Potter. A fine watch should never 
5% loaned. Constantly worn by the same per- 
son, a watch accustoms itself to its owner's 
movements aud habits,—his walk, his tempera- 
ture, his way of carrying it, etc.. Given in bandsof 
another, it will immediately begin to gain or lose, 
greatly to everybody's surprise. Tinkering with 
the regulator doesn’t improve it, for just as it 


slows down or crowds on more steam, the watch 
goes back to its rightful wearer and gets in 


resh trouble. (Here Mr. Potter brought in an- 


otber pointin the baby comparison, but it was 
too scientific for mention in this paper.)

The Movement to Enforce the 
Sunday Liquor Law. 


The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union in Favor of It. 


Ir. Elmendorf Discourages the Attempt 
at the Present Time, 


And Gives His Res sons for the Position 
He Takes. 


A meeting of the Temperance Campaign Com- 
mittee, who have recently, under the auspices 
of the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
inaugurated a new movement in support of the 
carrying out of the liquor laws of the State 
| and City of Chicago, was hetd yesterday even- 
| ing iq Room 4 of the Farwell-Hall Buiiding, Mrs. 
T. B. Carse presiding, and about fifteen other 
ladies and gentlemen present. 

The Chair then said that the Committee had 
been called together to 

CONSIDER THE ‘TEMPERANCE CAMPAIGN. 
As a Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
they bad decided to take up the prosecution of 
saioonkeepers, and would be heard from early 
in the coming week. They had partially secured 
lor two months the services of Prof. Foster, of 
Canada, who would help in the work of getting 
siguatures to the ticket which had recently been 
issued, and in which signers deviared their in- 
tention to vote atthe next municipal election, 
irrespective of party, for such city officers and 
Aldermen as will explicitiy pledge themselves 
to the enforcement of existing laws for the reg- 
ulation of the liquor tratlio and its attendant 
evils, Besides Mr. Foster, the services af 
Neal Dow were to be secured on behaif of 
the movement, and he would be here during 
February. The Chair invited sugyestions from 
those present ns to the best means to be fol- 
lowetl in prosecuting suloonkeepers for selling 
on the Sabbath, selling liquor to minors,er those 
already drunk, and called upon Mr. Helm, the 
Union's legal adviser, to explain what he bad 
done in the way of promoting the prosecution of 
recent offenders. 


MR. HELM SAID

The Class of Recruits She Fur- 
nishes the Regular Army. 


The Rigid Examination Required—A 
| Journalist Rejected. 
The difference between the free and en light- 


ened institutions of this country and the corre- 
institutions of the less favored lands 


is shown nowhere more clearly than in the man- 


ner in which the latter secure recruits for their 
military service. Not to go exhaustively into 
the subject of the methods by which the Eurc- 
pean armies are kept supplied with men, it will 
do, to prove the genera! disinclination to be- 
come a soldier which exists there and the un- 
warrantable means employed to get around it, 
to simply mention the fact that the English Re- 
cruiting-Sergeant, in ninety-nine cases out of 100, 

finds it necessary to first fuddle his victim before 
he can have any hope to induce him to take the 
shilling which binds bim as the afmed servant of 
the Government for a term of from fourteen to 
twenty-one years. Here, however, the enlist- 
ment of men for army service is conducted on a 
common-sense and business-like basis; the in- 
ducements to become a soldier are set forth in a 
plain manner, and those having a desire to don 
the blue are allowed to do so only after they 
have abundantiy shown that they know what 
they are doing, that they are free agents, and 
that they are physically, mentally, and morally 
capable of doing Uncle Sam credit in one of the 
most important branches of his service. 

A TRIBUNE reporter ed yesterday after- 
noon at the recruiting office of the United States 
army in this city at No. 9 Clark street, where 
Maj. Burt is in command, and in the course of a 
couple of bours’ conversation with that officer 
obtained an irfsight into the way in which the 
citizen, with a predilection for military life, is 
enabled to enter upon a soldier's career. The 
general understanding is that the army is Son- 
stantly on the lookout for accession to its ranks, 

that no one but a broken-down human hulk 
is ever rejected by the recruiting officer, but this 
is altogether wrong, and, as the reporter soon 

found out, 
THE REQUIREMENTS DEMANDED OF A RE- 
CRUIT 

are such that the wonder is that men possessing 
them do not engage in more profitable occupa- 
tions. The severity of the examination which 
the recruit has to undergo is attested by the 
fact that out of 664 applicants who presented 
themselves within the last three months of 1580, 
no less than 601 were rejected as not qualified 
for the service. 

The «xamfnation of recruits for the infantry 
and artillary is most rigid. They must be over 
A and under 35 years of age, over five feet four 
inches in hight. and not less than 120 nor more 
than 180 pounds in weight. These are the 
primary conditions, anda glance at the list of 
eauses of rejection of the 601 Chicago applicants 
whom the army declined to receive into its 
ranks during the last three months of last year 
shows that to become a United States recruit 
just now a man must be sound in body, and 
somewhat above the average in moral standing. 


Of these men 142 were rejected on account of 
“appearance of intemperance,’ twenty-five 
were. under-size, thirty-two were over age, 
eighty-five were minors, nineteen had impaired 


vision, two were deaf, eighteen had vuricose 


ae X were deficiént in — . 


were over weight, tifty possessed a 
imperfect knowledge of the English — 5 
and sixty-four failed to secure admission on 
account of their moral disability.“ Amongst 
other causes for rejection were the applicants 
being subject to the morphine habit, to alcohol- 
ism, or afflicted with loathsome disease. 

Ho did-you find out 


THE MORAL DISABILITY 


for which so many rejections were made? the 
er asked. 
In a variety of ways. A not uncommon dis- 
covery when the applicant is stripped for in- 
spection is that of an indecent picture tattooed 
upon the arm. That setties the application at 
once. The moral disability of a man who would 
carry such a device upon his person needs no 
oes og proof, and he is told to ‘get’ immedi- 
ate 
“ What is the course which you put an appli- 
caut through when he arrives?“ 
First of all we find out whether he can read
